H ealth B oa rd S h o w s A lertn ess— P eo ria 
a m i Tier G a s F igh t—Sta te

Sp ringfield, 111., Jan. 4.—The Illinois 
state board of health’s annual rep ort 
has been filed w ith Gov ernor Deneen. 
From this it is ascertained th at there 
were about65,9 00deaths andaboutlDO,- 
0D0 births in Illinois in 1905. Of births 
about 78 ,00b were''males and about 72,- 
UuO females. Consump tion has caused 
more deaths than any other single dis­ 
ease, with p neumonia a close second. 
There are about 10,000 p hy sicians li­ 
censed to p ractice in Illinois, and of 
these 8 50 were licensed in 19 05. Small­ 
p ox p rev ails less at this time than a t 
any time since the close of the Sp anish 
war, but there is more dip htheria in 
the state than at any time in the his­ 
tory of the board. 
M uch S a n ita tio n H a s B een Done. 
While there has been com p arativ e 
freedom from ep idemiodisease the y ear 
has been oneof unusual activ ity in san­ 
itation. In the p rev ention and sup p res­ 
sion of contagious and infectious dis­ 
eases the board has greatly Increased 
its efficiency through the bacteriolog­ 
ical laboratory at Sp ringfield, in which 
p rom p t and ex act diagnoses were m ade 
for p hy sicians in all p arts of the state 
in susp echsl cases.

the 
p ro­ 
v isions of a new law the board bus ap ­ 
p ointed agents in each county , usually 
druggists, who hav e on hand at all 
tim es fresh dip htheria antitox in, which 
is sold at a m oderate p rice and dis­ 
tributed to the p oor ou an order from 
the p op er county officer. 
Ijooking A fter I tie W a ter Supply. 
An imp ortant sanitary undertaking, 
which will lie comp leted during 19 00; 
w as begun in 19 05—namely , an inv es­ 
tigation of w ater sup p ly and sewage 
disp osal in all cities, to determine the 
best method of disp osing of the v ast 
am ount of sewage ineidently to the 
rap id increase in p op ulation. Under a 
recent law the hoard is called up on to 
ex amine and license all embalmers in 
the state, and 
no others than those 
holding license issued 
by the ooard 
will be p erm itted to embalm any body . 
Already 1,700 em balm ers hav e p assed 
satisfactory ex am inations and hav e 
been licensed.

On the island of Costa Rico la ¿he re- 
m arkable v olcano of T’oas. The crater 
has an altitude of about 8 ,500 feet. The 
trav eler who makes the ascent o n !

self at the brink of a v ast p erp endicu­ 
lar sided {» it. at the bottom of which 
lies a motionless p ool of y ellowish w a­ 
ter. 
The sense of deadly stillness and 
desolation is undisturbed by any indi­ 
cation of life. 
Th« * almost v ertical 
walls are dev oid of ev en a v estige of 
p lant creation; not a bird wings its way 
through the air, the surface of the p ool 
Is without n rip p le, and ev en the hu­ 
man v oice sounds strange and incon­ 
gruous. 
Suddenly the silence is bro­ 
ken by a great and startling under­ 
ground rumbling, and a huge column 
of a dark colored liquid is thrown to a 
v ast height from a sp ot near the center 
-e# 4he lako.— Tho colum n -ordina rily 
rises to a height v ary ing from 250 to 
500 feet. Almost instantly a v ast cloud 
of v ap or Is ev olv ed which surrounds the 
column and rises to an immense height 
A thousand feet below the lip Is the 
lake or p ool, along the shores of which 
It is necessary to mov e about with care 
because of numerous concealed holes 
filled with a slimy substance, consist­ 
ing mainly of sulp hate of lime with a 
large ex cess of sulp huric acid. 
This 
hardens in a few moments when ex ­ 
p osed to tbe air, and consequently 
the p its are cov ered with slight shells 
that render It almost imp ossible to dis­ 
tinguish 
between 
them 
and 
solid 
ground. 
If a foot goes through this 
thin crust it will be found that in a 
few day s the shoe will be destroy ed, as 
the seams cannot resist the acid action. 
The lake at closer v iew Is discov ered to 
be cov ered with clouds of v ap or and It 
is imp ossible to see for any distance. 
I Among other gnews, sulp hur diox ide is 
, p resent in considerable quantities, and 
! at times the smell becomes almost un­ 
bearable. 
’ 
At close range the w ater is gray ish 
in color, and It is so acid that it almost 
burns tbe tongue when tasted. 
Any 
dark cloth moistened with the liquid in­ 
stantly becomes red and is ultimately 
destroy ed. 
The tem p erature at the 
shore, 
while 
v ary ing 
considerably , 
ranges around 115 degrees F. 
During 
one of the greatest erup tions known a 
tremendous column of dark liquid rose 
to an estim ated height of 2,000 feet and 
was about 300 feet in diameter. 
The 
wav es p roduced on tin* lake by such an 
outburst are formidable, and long after 
the erup tion has ceased the whole cra­ 
ter is tilled with the roar of the troubled 
waters.—Chicago News.

Bilght's W ork. 
Stockholm’s p ublic library contains a 
wonderful work which is called “Tbe 
Dev il's Code” and which, in addition 
to its ex traordinary name, is said to be 
the biggest m anuscrip t In the world. 
Ev ery letter is most beautifully drawn, 
and the magnitude of the work is so 
great that it seems imp ossible for any 
single monk to hav e done it. 
Tbe story of the origin of tbe manu­ 
scrip t, howev er, not only giv es it as 
the work of oue man, but also states it 
to be the work of a single night. The 
story runs as follows: 
*‘A p oor monk had been condemned 
to death, but was told mockingly by 
his judges that I f he was able to cop y 
the whole ‘(’ode* between darkness and 
dawn he would be sav ed. Rely ing up ­ 
on the imp ossibility of the task, those 
who sentenced him furnished him with 
the original cop y of the ‘Code,’ with 
p en, ink and p archment, and left him. 
“Death m ust hav e been us little liked 
in the middle ages as It Is now, for the 
monk, forgetting the hop elessness of 
his task, commenced it. 
Before long, 
howev er, he saw that he could not sav e 
his own life by such weak ex ertions, 
and, fearing a cruei a**-! horrible death, 
he inv oked the aid of the p rince of 
darkness, p romising to surrender his 
soul if he were assisted in the task. 
“ Tie lev il kindly obliged by ap p ear­ 
ing on tbe sp ot, accep ted the contract 
and sat down to the work, and nex t 
morning ‘The Dev il’s Code’ was finish­ 
ed, the monk being found dead. 
The 
cop y ing clerk from the Infernal re ­ 
gions p resumably fled away with the 
poor m an’s soul as soon as the wicked 
comp act 
was 
finished.” — Pearson’s 
W eekly .

Napoleon first beheld and later left 
a smouldering mass, the somewhat 
isolated Kremlin alone standing, had 
a population less than that of Wash­ 
ington or Cleveland. 
The Moscow 
of today contains not less than twelve 
hundred thousand souls. 
It is a 
remark able city, half European, half 
Tartar, 
containing 
palaces, 
and 
churches In close touch with filthy 
hovels. It is as beautiful as & dream 
city when seen from the elevation 
k nown as Sparrow Hill. The hun­ 
dreds of churches with tneir couplas 
and minarets in blue gold as seen 
through that translucent atmosphere 
produces an Impression not easily 
effaced ex cept by the long droschk y 
ride of six or seven miles over the 
roughest cobblestones 
in reaching 
the centre of the city. The ex teriors 
of the churches are not remark able

D epo sits o f the cru de 
n itra te o f so da, called here ‘caliche/ 
are fo u nd in the pam pa, o r ro lling pla­ 
teau , beyo nd the first range o f fo o t­ 
hills. 
Iu so m e places this plateau is 
bu t ten m iles fro m the c o a st in o thers 
as fa r as fifty miles. 
The pam pa is an 
u tterly barren desert. 
On tlie su rface 
there is no thing to tem pt the heart o f 
m an, bu t a few feet do wn lies th e ni­ 
tra te stratu m . This presents much the 
appearance o f ro ck s.alt and varies in 
co lo r, acco rding to the pu rity o f the 
depo sit, fro m a w hitish tin t to a dark 
gray. 
The u pper earth is blo wn aw ay 
with dynam ite, au d then th e caliche is 
du g o u t with pick and sho vel, lo aded o n 
iro n ca rts and carried up to the mills. 
“H ere the caliche is first bro ken into 
sm all pieces by heavy cru shers and 
then pu t into large bo iling vats. Inside 
these vats are co ils o f steam pipes, by 
m eans o f which the tem peratu re can be 
regu lated accu rately. 
Sea w ater is 
po ured in, and the caliche is bo iled fo r 
* certain time. The liquid so lutio n th a t 
resu lts is draw n o ff into settling vats, 
w hich are expo sed to the o pen air and 
the sun. 
E vapo ratio n Is rapid, and the 
pu re n itrate o f so da so o n begins crys­ 
tallizing and settling to the bo tto m . 
A fter this has go ne o n fo r so me tim e 
the rem aining liquid is draw n o ff and 
the cru st o f n itra te is scraped fro m the 
sides and bo tto m o f tlie v a t and tho r­ 
o ughly dried in the sun. 
Then it is 
graded acco rding to qu ality au d packed 
fo r shipm ent in 100 po und sacks. 
“Mo st o f the n itrate expo rted is used 
as a fertilizer, bu t a p art go es to the 
m anu factu re o f po w der and high ex­ 
plo sives. 
Tlie n itrate to w ns are even 
barer and drier and less inviting than 
m o st o f the o ther bare, dry to w ns o f 
the co ast. 
To so me o f them fresh w a­ 
te r is bro u ght in pipes fro m a distance 
o f m o re than 100 m iles. Befo re the day 
o f these pipes it used to be so ld in the 
streets by the gallo n. 
T hat w ater even 
no w. tho ugh no t scarce, yet is no t plen­ 
tifu l, Is perhaps so m e excu se fo r the 
aw fu l du st th a t blo w s everyw here.”

The present rule is that the first 
two foul tips, uacaught, 
count as 
strikes.

sion because they are cut out of their 
rightful chances to hit the ball. 
Bai­ 
ting averages have dropped since the 
new rule went into ttfect and the 
value of & pitcher has advanced three­ 
fold. 
Fans clamor for the old game, when 
the runs are piled up rapidly, instead 
of the 1 to 0 and 2 to 1 scores of ic- 
oay. 
There is less effective hitting 
under the foul strike rule than in the 
g >od, old days, The game is losing 
its 
old 
fashioned 
charm, and a 
polished, soientitic game with a few 
men the real necessities, has replaced 
i j. I t is a well known fact there is no 
equal to Lajoie, and althouga there 
ara others bunching for second place, 
t>uey can be counted without trouble. 
A return to the old rule, where a 
man either hits the bail fatr once or 
misses it three times, will increase in- 
tsrest Immensely.
